CROP PROSPECTS GOOD 


Not long ago Mayor Hylan, of New 
York tried to bar a newspaper report¬ 
er from meetings of the municipal 
board, because that reporter’s news¬ 
paper had criticized the mayor. 
Other reporters were not barred. The 
mayor sought to intimidate the press; 
to compel it to forego criticism ol 
himself. ' 

Justice Fawcett, of the supreme 
court, overruled the mayor, While 
doing so he delivered this opinion: 

“The press is the lever that moves 
the world .as no other earthly power 
could move it. It should not be ham¬ 
pered while in the lawful pursuits of 
gathering news, or .interfered with 
while honestly disseminating really 
important information for its read¬ 
ers." 


On Friday of last week a reporter 
of this paper motored from High 
Riyer by way of Cayley, Nanton, Vul¬ 
can, Ensign, Brant, Blackie and Ma- 
zeppa, and on the journey "viewed 
hinny good fields of wheat, oats, bar¬ 
ley and rye, as well as a few poor 
fields where cut worms had destroy¬ 
ed the crop or noxious weeds had 
crowded out the giain. Along the 
Little Bow River, west of Vulcan, the 
wheat crop was the best ever seen, 
and judging from the numberless 
stooks dotting the fields there should 
be. a yield of at least 40 bushels to the 
acre. The crops everywhere were 
very good, but particularly so at Vul¬ 
can, Ensign, Brant, Blackie, Mazcppn 
and east of High River. The quality 
was also very good and would grade 
No. 1 hard. We reproduce a report 
issued on Saturday by. the C.P.R.
